Rabin voices 
moderate stand 
on Palestinians 


BEIT ΒΕ, — Yitzhak Rabin, Is- 
rael's former ‘Ambassador to the 
US., said yesterday that the Pales- 
Unians had a right to determine 
thelr own destiny — “but mot at 
the expense of three million Jews.” 

Speaking at a meeting of the 
Labour Party Young Guard at the 
Beit ‘Beri Labour College, Mr. Rabin 
adopted a more moderate stance 
than Defence Minister Moshe Dayan, 
who sald in a lecture at the Technion 
on Wednesday that the idea of a 
Palestine political entity was ‘dead 
and buried.” 

Although not referring directly to 
Mr. Dayan's speech, Mr. Rabin said 
the right to national self-determina- 
tlon “cannot be granted or taken 
away by outsiders.

Deny Arab 
bishop named 
for Anglicans 


A Spokesman for St. George Ca- 
thedral in Jerusalem yesterday de- 
mied a London press report which 
claimed a Jerusalem Arab bishop 
had been named to replace Archbi- 
shop George Appleton as head of 
the Anglican Church in the Jeru- 
salem diocese. 

The claim was made by the “Sun- 
day Telegraph,” which said the 
Archbishops of Canterbury had 
named Bishop Najib Qub’ain as suc- 
cessor to Archbishop Appleton, who 
it said would be retiring soon.

The “Sunday Tele- 
graph" 2ald Bishop Qub’ain's alleged 
appecn:ment as chief of the Angli- 
can Church here was likely to spark 
off repercussions in other Jerusalem 
churches which are all headed by 
non-Arab patriarchs and archbi- 
abops.

West Bank was now “enjoying two 
worlds" the Israel market and the 
Arab one — through the open brid- 
ges with Jordan. 

Most speakers agreed that the 
rise in the standard of living stem- 
med mainly from work opportunt- 
tles being provided in Israel. The 
former Mayor of Nablus, Hamdi 
Kan'an, said most of the Wes. Bank 
labour force, particularly the youth, 
prefer to work in Israel “because 
employment there is permanent, and 
beeause workers find freedom ‘rom 
traditione! restrictions.” 

Other participants Indicated that 
more and more of the workers were 
being provided with employment in 
local Arab firms which were being 
expanded or set up as the result 
of technological advances. More 
than 50 new industrial plants were 
set up in the past ¢wo years,
